GLADIOLUS  ALTERNATUS 


A  NEW  RACE  OF  HORTICULTURAL  HYBRIDS  developed  in 
my  experimental  garden.  The  original  first  flow¬ 
ered  in  1926  from  a  seed  obtained  from  Luther 
Burbank.  I  have  succeeded,  since  then,  in  trans¬ 
posing  the  "lip"  petals  of  the  ordinary  gladiolus 
thereby  producing  flowers  in  irtiich  the  large  and 
small  petals  alternate  around  the  perianth.  There 
are  almost  a  score  of  gladiolus  flower  types,  but 
this  is  the  only  one  with  symmetrical  form.  At 
this  time  I  have,  under  various  stages  of  propa¬ 
gation  and  t os t ,  over  twenty  new  seedlings  in 
many  colors  in  addition  to  the  named  varieties 
listed  below.  The  new  ones  will  be  offered  in 
future  lists  as  soon  as  my  stocks  permit.  Be 
among  the  first  to  grow  and  exhibit  these  rare 
new  sorts  in  your  community.

"ALTERNATUS  PREMIER  -  This  is  an  interesting  nov¬ 
elty,  with  petals  of  alternating  color.  Spikes 
were  42  inches  high  and  carried  17  buds  on  18 
inch  flower  heads.  R>ur  inch  florets  open  in 
the  field.  Florets  are  of  the  reflex  type  and 
face  upward.  Placement  was  poor,  and  the  color 
combination  not  particularly  attractive.  Should 
be  of  value  in  hybridizing." 

(Evidently  received  too  much  nitrogen  -  it  is 
not  a  tall-growing  type.  POB)

Alternatus  Premier  here  bore  on 
the  average  22  florets  per  spike  with  6  out, 
and  grew  to  a  height  of  3  feet.  The  placement 
of  florets  was  in  all  cases  very  good  and  the 
plants  in  general  were  very  vigorous.’*
